Official Who Made Tea- 
pot Deal Denies Graft 
and Claims Transaction 
Good for Government. 


El Paso, Texas, March 28.—(Unit- 
el News.)—Albert B. Fall’s- defense 
for the leasing of Teapot Dome was 
given today in a copyright interview 
appearing in the El Paso Post, a 
Scripps-Howard newspaper. 

“They are trying to prove that it 
was graft,” Fall was quoted as say- 
ing, “but I made what I thought was 
a good deal for the government.” 

The interview was regarded as an 
indication of the statements Fall 
would offer in a deposition for pos- 
sible use in the conspiracy trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair. 

Daniel Wright, Washington attor- 
ney here to take Fall's deposition 
Thursday, said that the evidence may 
not be used in the Sinclair trial, 
scheduled to start April 4. 

“It all depends on the government’s 
case,” he said. 

But the Post story was presented 
as showing what the deposition prob- 
ably would contain, regardless of 
whether it ever was used.

BLACKMER ENDS 
CONNECTION WITH 
DENVER OIL FIRM 


Banished Teapot Dome 
Witness Writes He Is 
Through After Being 
Reelected to Board.

Denver, March 28.—(United News) 
Henry M. Blackmer, exiled key wit- 
ness in the Teapot Dome investiga- 
tion, has severed his connection with 
the American oil industry. 

From his retreat in Paris, Black- 


mer mailed his resignation as a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
Midwest Refining company, Thomas 
A. Dines, chairman of the board, an- 
nounced today. The resignation was 
accepted. 

To show that the resignation was 
entirely voluntary on Blackmer’s part. 
Dines revealed that the directors, ai 
their annual meeting on March 6, 
had reelected Blackmer to their mem- 
bership. 

President of Midwest. 


Blackmer was formerly president of 
the Midwest, and later chairman. He 
fled to Paris to avoid testifying in 
the Teapot Dome senatorial investi- 
gation. Since his voluntary exile his 
reputed knowledge of the leasing of 
the rich Wyoming oil fields has been 
revealed -as. more important than at 


first supposed. 
Blackmer;.is believed to hold the 
secret of the Continental] Trading 
company, that mysterious organiza- 
tion which amassed a profit of $3.,- 
000 in a single day and then 
evaporated ‘into a vapory substance 
which investigators have not been 
a“ to pierce. 
lackmer’s withdrawal from activi- 
ties of éhe Midwest company came a’ 
few weeks after the resignation as 
director and vice president and stood 
firm against efforts of the directorate 
to make him change his stand. 
Young Blackmer Talks. 
The younger. Blackmer had_ just 
testified before the Teapot Dome 
committee, hnd at -that time offered 


ing to shield someone.” Upon his 
return to Denver he turned in his re- 
signation, without explanation. 

“For some time Mr. Blackmer has 
felt that: he owed it to the company 
to resign because he was unable, due 
to his absence, to-keep im. touch with 
the business,” Chairman Dines said 
in com:*enting on the elder Black- 
mer’s resignation. | 

“But the board felt that his advice 
and ‘direction wag needed and finally 
accepted hid resignation. with regret.” 

Dines said that at the time the 
Midwest board was expressing its con- 
fidence in Blackmer by  reelecting 
him, Blackmer’s resignation was‘ iu 
the mails. A special session of the 
board was called before acceptance 
of the proferred withdraway was an- 
nounced. 

$100,000 Fine Levied. 


A fine of $100,000 has been levied 
upon Blackmer for his failure to ap- 
pear before the Teapot Dome com- 
mittee in Washington. The matter 
is involved in litigation, simHar to 
that which has, temporarily at least, 
choked legal proceedings against 
oe connected with the ofl scan- 
als. 

There has been no indication that 
Blackmer intends to return from Paris 
to offer illuminating knowledge con- 
cerning the Continental Trading com- 
pany or possibly regarding the meth- 
ods used in diverting portions of its 
profits to the republican campaign 
fund of 1924. 

Rumors that Blackmer’s resignation 
had been forced by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., through his connection 
with the Standard Oil of Indiana, of 
which the Midwest is a_ subsidiary, 
were unconfirmed here. 

“So far as I know, Mr. Rockefeller 
had nothing whatever to do with Mr. 
Blackmer’s action,” said Dines.

Football Reeruiting. 

A few days ago I ran across a 
small group of veteran football coach 
es who have worked in the east, mid- 
dle west, far west and sonth at va- 


rious times and who always keep in 
pretty close touch with the situation 
at large. 

“How much football reeruiting,” 1 
asked, “is still going on where promi- 
nent high school and prep school stars 
are offered atiletic scholarships or 
jobs that will pay all expenses, with 
perhaps.a trifle left over?” . 

The entire group agreed that snch 
recruiting was still taking place on a 
large scale, 

“It isn't as raw and as crude as it 
used to be in the way of direct puy,” 
one said, “but it is now on a larger 
scale than ever. Any number of well 
known universities with strong teams 
are collecting prep. stars through 
scholarships or guaranteed jobs that 
pay all expenses, and possibly a trifle 
more. Almost any prep school foot- 
‘ball star conld pick one of uni- 
versities or colleges and not have to 
bother about the money side.” — 

These coaches were not guessing. 
There is no moral to be drawn from 
this, but it is merely offered as eyvi- 
dence against any testimony that foot- 
ball today has reached the spotless 
state. 

Why shouldn’t a good young foot- 
ball player who can’t afford an edu- 
cation have his expenses paid or craw 
a scholarship?

Sims Declares 
Planes and Subs. 
Best Defensives 


Coral Gables, Fla., March 28.—() 
Rear Admiral William 8S. Sims, re- 
tired, commander of United States 
naval forces in European waters dur- 
ing the world war, classed airplanes 
and submarines as the best defensive 
agencies in case of future wars and 
criticised what he said was the wil- 
lingness of Secretary Kellogg to sign 
an agreement to abolish the latter 
unit, in an address before the closin 
session of the 1928 convention o 
the Florida department, American Le- 
gion, here today. 

Soon after the admiral’s speech the 
convention adjourned, after selection 
of Jacksonville as the next meeting 
place and naming Howard McFar- 
lane, of Tampa, as department com- 


mander. 
Naval Aviation. 


Naval aviation is a _ specialized 
branch of flying, however, the speak- 
er said, requiring training which no- 
botly but the navy is qualified to give. 
He said that in case of another war 
he “couldn’t use” a thousand Lind- 
berghs anda thousand William Mitch- 
ells in the navy service, because they 
lack that specialized training.

Hobart Appeals 


‘For Aid in Drive 


Of Masonic Club 


Speaking in behalf of a drive among 
Masonic clubs .of America for $250,- 
000 to establish chairs of diplomatic 
and consular service in George Wash- 
ington university, at Washington, D. 
C., B. Waldo Hobart, of Boston, 


Mass., president of the National 
League of Masonic clubs, Wednesday 
night addressed a special dinner meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Masonic club at 
the Winecoff hotel. 

Pointing out that the only univer- 
sity in America with courses in this 
branch of service was overcrowded, 
Mr. Hobart’ urged the rfiecessitv of 
prompt establishment of this fund, 
more than $50,000 of which has al- 
ready been raised from member clubs 
in voluntary contributions the only 
method used in raising the money. 

Mr. Hobart said the fund would vc 
placed in trust and the income from 
the sum devoted to establishing the 
two professorships at George Wash- 
ington university. The drive is part 
of the work of the National League 
Education Foundation of the Ameri- 
can Masonic clubs. 

Mr. Hobart was introduced by B. C. 
Broyles, and Raymund (ct) Daniel, 
grand master of Georgia Masons, was 
present. 

The Atlanta visit of Mr. Hobart is 
the 152nd American Masonic club he 
has visited since September 15, 1927, 
and the tour has taken him to 14 dif- 
ferent states.

DIET AND HEALTH.

PROLAPSED KIDNEY. 
“What is the treatment for a pro- 
lapsed kidney? ‘The doctors in my 
town tell me the only relief is to wear 
an abdominal belt. Are exercises of 
any value? K..” 


The treatment for prolapsed kid- 
ney, K., would depend upon the de- 
gree of prolapse. If it were so much 
prolapsed that it took little excur- 
sions around the abdominal cavity 
far from its own habitat, there might 
be danger of its tripping § and 
turning over, and so causing an 
obstraction to the urine. Such a 
kind would undoubtedly have to be 
tied up surgically. This degree of 
prolapse is, bowever, very rare. 

The ordinary prolapsed kidney just 
means a little lowering of its posi- 
tion with a slight tendency to me- 
ander. ‘This condition: means so lit- 
tle that Dr. Richard Cabot advises 
practitioners not to tell patients of 
it, for otherwise they worry so that 
they immediately begin to imagine all 
sorts of symptoms. 

The kidney is imbedd@d in a pad 
of fat, and it is usually in those who 
have become extremely thin for some 
reason that this fat is lost. (There is 
no danger of this normal fat’s dis- 
appearing, as many think, when an 
overweight patient reduces to normal. 
In fact, there is more danger of a 
kidney’s being dragged down by the 
weight of too mich fat.) 

Abdominal exercises, [ think, would 
help you, K., because a good; strong 
abdominal wall keeps the norma! pres- 
sure in the abdominal cavity. And 
if you are underweight, increase your 
weight. That can be done. (You may 
have our pamphlet on gaining and re- 
ducing by sending ten cents in coin 
with a fully self-addressed, stamped 
envelope.) The abdominal belt should 
be put on while lving down, with the 
kidney pushed back into place.
